W ashington, February 18.—Post­ 
master-General Dickinson has sent 
telegraphic instrnctions to the Post­ 
masters of Los Angelos, San Diego 
and Pasadena, California, authorizing 
the employment of an efficient lorce 
in each office to meet the témpora* y 
and permanent needs of the service 
A superintendent and inspector of 
the post office department are direct­ 
ed to visit these offices and render 
every required assistance in the way 
of reorganizing and increasing the 
services and extending the office fa­ 
cilities. 
At Los Angeles in addition to the 
regnlar force, a superintendent of 
mails and a superintendent of the 
money order division are authorized 
a ta salary of $1200 per year, and a 
superintendent of carriers at $1000. 
Two branch stations for carriers are 
suggested. 
At Pasadena two permanent clerks 
at $1200 each per annum and four at 
$800 each are authorized, and a free 
delivery system is suggested. 
At San Diego, in addition to the 
general aut hority to emply sufficient 
Force to properly handle the mails, 
the postmaster * is authorized to ap­ 
point one clerk at $1200 per annum.

W ashington, February 18. — The 
Senate Committee on Territories gave 
a hearing to-day upon the admission 
of Utah asa State. Franklin Richards, 
of Salt Lake, described the barren­ 
ness of 
the 
place 
when 
the 
settlers 
first 
entered, 
and 
the 
wonderful productiveness, prosperity 
and wealth which have resulted from 
their diligence and enterprise. 
This 
was Utah’s fifth petition for admis­ 
sion, and as the eldest of the Terri­ 
tories, it was hoped that the appeal 
would be heeded. Bho had reached 
the point beyond which progress un­ 
der Territorial government was im­ 
possible. 
As the Speaker had a paragraph of 
the Constitution providing that the 
anti-polygamous sections shall never 
r>e repealed or changed without the 
as?ent of Congress and the President, 
Senator Butler said : “ You don’t ex­ 
pect CongresB to act favorably upon 
such a proposition, do you? I for one 
say frankly and emphatically, that I 
will not vote for it. I do not believe that 
Congress or tliePresideut hasanythiug 
to do with changing the Cons.itu- 
tion.” 
Senator Stew art, assenting, said that 
ho did not think Congress had a right to 
make a treaty witli a State or Terri­ 
tory. 
Richards said that whatever might 
he ihe opinion of the committee the 
provisions at least demonstrated good 
faith for the men who framed the 
Constitution todo all in their power 
if permitted to wipe out polygamy. 
It had been objected that the Mor­ 
mons were polygamists. 
As a mat­ 
ter of fact not moro than two per 
cent, ot them over were polygamists. 
Time was rapidly solving the problem. 
Members of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention took 


OATH8 AGAINST 
POLYGAMY 
And adopted a constitution which 
made polygamy or bigamy a crime. 
The people of Utah recognized that 
the country required it, and they 
wished to meet the requirements; 
they, however, proposed to accom­ 
pli di it by more humane methods 
than those provided by the present 
laws. He cited cases of Mormons who 
had been tried and convicted by the 
Courts, and showed 
hy what he 
declared to be indisputable facts that 
the parties were innocent of the 
charges brought against them. The 
prosecution and Courts were unable 
to bring proof of unlawful cohabita­ 
tion, in fact, and had invented con­ 
structive cohabitation, and convicted 
and punished offenders for this. 
Members asked if the stories os 
Richards related them, ombody facts 
which were conceded by the prosecu­ 
tion. 
Richards could not say what he 
considered, but said that he stated 
what he, having been present as 
counsel for defense, knew to be the 
truth. 
It was proposed by Senator Platt 
and others, that the names of the 
prosecuting officers be taken, with a 
view to inquire of them as to their 
versions of the matter, and with this 
understanding the 
witnesses pro­ 
ceeded. 
Ex-Senator 
McDonald 
followed 
Richards, discussing the legal features 
of the case, and arguing that (he pow­ 
er of Congress to com pel submission to 
any regulations in regard to the mar­ 
riage relations was not impaired by 
admission us a State. The provision 
against polygamy and bigamy has 
been ¡neorj)oratGif in the Constitution, 
and he claimed that Congress had no 
right to keep the territory out of the 
Union after its people h dfulfilled the 
conditions and complied with 'lie re­ 
quirements prescribed for admission. 
Delegate Caine and Judge Jeremiah 
Wilson addressed the commission on 
the same questions. 


DELEGATE CAINE SAID 
That while the State could not pre 
scribe relig'ous beliefs, it could forbid 
practices which, though sanctioned 
by revelation, were held to be detri­ 
mental to good morals. There was 
no pretense that the religious beliefs 
of the people were to be inquired into. 
Caine defended the co-religionistB of 
Utah against the charges brought by 
various writers, and declared that 
they were upright, worthy peoplo. 
Though revelation permitted plural 
marriage, and all the members of the 
church might have married repeated­ 
ly, the majority of the people had 
sought to put themselves in conform­ 
ity with the requirements of the coun­ 
try. The constitution adopted by the 
convention was not conspiracy, and 
there 
was 
but 
one 
part 
in 
it 
ofa which 
there 
could 
be 
any 
question, 
and 
that 
was 
the section making polygamy a mis­ 
demeanor, punishable by fine and im­ 
prisonment. It embodied the honest 
views of thoee who voted for it. He 
declared that tho people of Utah had 
deliberately and unreservedly adopted 
that section in good faith and intend­ 
ed to enforce it m the new State. 


T H S 
PRE8XNT LEGISLATURE 
Of Utah now in session has before it 
a bdl for marriage laws prohibiting 
polygamy and bigamous marriages. 
This has been reported favorably 
from the Committee on judiciary. 
Those who oppose 
statehood 
for 
Utah, he continued, care nothing for 
the religion or morals of the Mormons. 
It is their politics which they oppose. 
If you would satisfy them, you must 
disfranchise 
every 
Mormon 
ou 
account of his religious belief. 


WILSON’S ADDRESS. 
Judge Jeremiah Wilson eulogized 
the people of Utah. The whole op­ 
position to the admission of Utah be 
Baid 
might 
be 
summed 
up in 
two 
propositions, 
assault 
upon 
religious 
belief 
and an attempt 
to govern 
a 
majority 
by 
a 
minority. The Mormons were ob­ 
jects of abuse, because they held 
the voting power which could not be 
legitimately overcome at polls. 
AM OPPOSITION SPBBCH. 
Delegate Dubois, of Idaho, addressed 


the committee in opposition to the 
petition. He admitted the population 
of Utah to be 190,000, and sufficient, 
so far as uumbers go, to entitle the 
Territory to Statehood, but declared 
that this population wa$ mainly im­ 
ported direct from Earope by the 
Mormon Church. 
Ut$h has been 
Nested with superior climate and 
soil, she lies on the direct line be­ 
tween the East and Cilifornia, and 
yet, with such advantages, her tax­ 
able wealth only aggregated $35,000,­ 
000, $5,000,000 of which was railroad 
property not owned i& Utah, and 
$10,000,000 of which belonged Ap the 
$30,000 Gentile 
inhabitants. 
Her 
taxable wealth averaged ouly $157 
per capita, while the neighboring 
Territories averaged from $300 to $700. 
The course of the Mormons in the 
future could be best judged by their 
past. Crime was rife in Utah, and 
criminals had the sympathy of the 
entire Mormon people. If any reform 
was promised, any abstination from 
tho practices pronounced by law to be 
criminal, the man who promised it 
was ostracised. The new Constitu­ 
tion was half trick, half lie, and 
those who presented it did not come as 
free men to free men, but with ering- 
ing and cowardice proposed to bind 
themselves for the future in a way 
which was required of no other 8tate. 
The Gentiles of the Territory did not 
believe that two years of statehood 
would elapse before the Constitution 
would be changed to meet the viewB 
of the Church. 
Richards asked leave to reply to 
Mr. Dubois, but Senator Paddock, (not 
a member of the committee, but pres­ 
ent as an interested party) stated that 
the opponents of the petition could 
wait further opportunity to present 
their case 
and the committee ad­ 
journed for the day.

W a s h in g t o n , 
February 18.—The 
auditor of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has issued a circular to 
the railroads located wholly in one 
State or Territory regarding the filing 
of freight and passenger traffic .rates 
with connections to or from points 
outside of such State *r Territory on 
through tickets or bills of lading. They 
should file the tariffs covering such 
traffic witli the Commission. If such 
through rates are made by tho addi­ 
tion of local rates to the rates of the 
connecting roads, such local tariffs 
should be filed with the Commission, 
together w ith a statement that through 
interstate rates are mad© by adding 
such local rates to the rates of the 
carrier (naming it) with which the 
connections are made. 
If the joint 
rates are made on any basis other 
than by the addition of local rates to 
the through rates of the connecting 
carriers, the tariffs showing such 
rates should be filed with this Com­ 
mission, covering all interstate busi­ 
ness transacted thereunder.

His Confederate Confesses 
to the Police. 


DETECTIVES HARD AT WORK. 


The M urderer Believed 
to 
H iding From Justice in 
C alifornia.

C h icag o , February 
18.—A man 
who assisted the murderer of mil­ 
lionaire 8nell by standing watch out­ 
side while the residence was being 
robbed, was arrested to-day, and the 
police have already secured a full con­ 
fession from the prisoner. It con­ 
firms beyond doubt that the murderer 
is young William B. Tascott, son of 
Col. J. B. Tascott, a wealthy manu­ 
facturer. 
The man 
arrested to-day made 
Tascott’s acquaintance this winter in 
the Garden City Billiard Hall, on 
WeBt Madison street, and for several 
weeks they have been together every 
day. On the morning that Snell’s 
house was to be robbed he and Tas­ 
cott went to the house together. Tas­ 
cott went inside, leaving his comrade 
on the sidewalk. 
AFTER THE MURDER 
Was committed Tascott hurried out, 
grasped his companion by the aim, 
and togethei they went to Tascott’s 
lodgings on West Madison, where 
they remained several hours. Tascott 
told all, and the other was so horri­ 
fied and so afraid lout he be charged 
with the murder himself, that lie re­ 
frained from giving information to 
the police. He made a sworn state­ 
ment to day and satisfied the police 
that he was telling the truth. 
The 
police refuse to reveal the name of the 
prisoner. 
An associated press dis 
patch, giving the information that a 
criminal answering the description of 
Tascott, the alleged murderer, was 
captured at Los Angeles but had 
broken jail, was eagerly perused to­ 
night by luspector Bon field and De­ 
tectives Sergeants and Elliott. 
They 
exchanged significant glances, and 
it was plain from thoir manner that

was 
in

RUSSIA?* HULEIt. 


l i e W a n ts F u ll C o n tr o l O v e r U n i- 
g a r l a a u d K o u n ia u lii. 
B erlin, February 18.—Prince Bis­ 
marck 
has 
obtained from Count 
Sehouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador 
here, a definite declaration of the 
Czar’s demands with reference to 
Bulgaria. No secret is made of the 
exact character of the proposals, nor 
of the official opinion that they will be 
summarily rejected. The Czar a9ks 
substantial recognition of Russia’s 
rights to control Bulgaria and liuu- 
mania. Prince Ferdinand and the 
Sobran je are to be wiped out. Rus­ 
sian commissioners, with Turkish col­ 
leagues, are to reorganize the Gov­ 
ernment and army, and control the 
election for a new Sobranje. 
Russia 
further claims the right to occupy the 
principality until the Czar deems it 
proper to withdraw his troops. It is 
impossible, owing to the nature of 
these demands, to further aggravate 
the situation. 
It is reported that 
Prince Bismarck has advised Count 
Schouvaloff to urge the Russian Gov­ 
ernment to refrain from officially pre­ 
senting them to Austria, on the ground 
that they would certaiuly meet with 
rejection without discussion. 


THE 
MILITARY 
PREPARATIONS 
Of Austria and Germany now ap­ 
proach a condition of readiness. 
As 
an adjunct to the treaty of alliance a 
plan has been agreed upon for the co­ 
operation of the allied forces. 
When 
the campaign opens there will be 
three armies in the field, one consisting 
of the first, or East Prussian corps, the 
fourth or West Prussian corps, the

■eeumed by Attorney Peyton, who 
naked that the jury might be allowed 
to reti e, as he wished to make a mo- 
tien which he considered it would not 
he proper for the jury to hear. The 
Jary was ordered to retire, and Mr. 
Peyton asked that he be aliowed to 
«■amine the jury as to whether they 
had knowledge of the decision of the 
J«y called to investigate the sanity 
«I Anschlag. The privilege was de- 
sied, and the case resumed by the 
«ailing of Dr. G. 0. Kirkpatrick, on 
«he part of the defense, who testified: 
1 am a practicing physician, and 
have been engaged m my profession 
for nineteen years. I have had some 
experience in cases of insanity. Blows 
on the head not infrequently cause 
insanity. Dr. Kirkpatrick here inter 
posed an objection, stating that if he 
eras to be used as an expert he was 
entitled to and demanded his fee in 
advance. 
The Court assured the 
Doctor that if such fees were due, 
and there was a precedent for the 
daim, it would be allowed him. 
The fracture of the inner skull plate 
often produces insanity. 
The seat of 
the disease of insanity is usually in 
the cerrebellum. Hereditary insanity 
ia 
generally 
believed in, among 
medical men. 
Thera is such a thing 
as homicidial insanity. 
There are 
many cases of mania or insamty in 
which at times the individuals come 
to such a state of mind that they do 
what they know to be wrong, having 
no power over their actions. Many 
persons so afflicted seek their friends 
at such times and request them to 
prevent their doing what they feel 
impelled to do. 
Persons laboring undpr such in- 
sauity often commit crime and may 
afterwards 
readily 
confess 
thei 
actions or on the other hand may 
carefully and shrewdly conceal the 
offense.

Testified: 1 live in Santa Ana, I havd 
lived in America since 1865. I have 
known Anschlag. 
Met him first at 
Anaheim on the 18th of January. In 
the hotel at that place he employed 
me to work for him at $30 per month. 
He told me he would meet me at 
Santa Ana on Tuesday, which he did 
at 10 A. M. on that day. While at 
Anaheim 1 noticed that Anschlag 
always read German newspapers so I 
spoke to him and became acquainted. 
£U told me he had a ranch at Garden 
Grove and asked me if 1 could cook, 
plow, and care for a ranch. J said 
yee, and then,he hired me for $30 per 
month. When I met him at Santa 
Anna he had a wagon and there was a 
plow, trank, 
basket and 
several 
packages in it. We did not stop but 
drove direct to Garden Grove. We 
put up the horses and then had 
some lunch. I did not cook anything 
for there was plenty of grub on the 
table. 
There 
was mutton chops, 
plenty of pies, breitd, milk Ac. 1 
noticed the bed in the bed room and 
It was made up and looked as if no 
one had slept on it. In the afternoon 
1 washed the buggy and cleaned the 
horses off. They were very muddy 
aud in a bad condition. Next day I 
got up early and prepared breakfast. 
Anschlag did not get up until 7 o’clock. 
That day we moved some hen-cooi* 
in the forenoon and hauled manure 
into the orchard in the afternoon, 
We were in the kitchen when arrest­ 
ed. A good many men watched us 
with shot guns and pistols. I remem­ 
ber that one gentleman asked him 
where he got the money to purchase 
the farm. 
He said, “Ob, 1 have 
plenty of money. 1 keep four or five 
thousand dollars in my satchel all tho 
time." He said he got $2600 a few 
weeks ago. 
MISS LUCIA IIILL 
being recalled by the District Attor­ 
ney, testified:

DR. H. C. KIRKPATRICK. 
Being sworn, testified: I am a physi­ 
cian and a graduate of the Medical 
College of Columbus, Ohio. 
1 have 
never treated insane persons to any 
extent, but have devoted considerable 
time to the study of mental diseases. 
I examined the defendant on Thurs­ 
day evening last. I consider the man 
H ie , however, I do not profess to be 
able to detect all the forms of insan­ 
ity from the short time I bad to ex­ 
amine him. There ore different kinds 
ol insanity, and persons after laboring 
«nder a mania which impelís them to 
commit crimes, are not morally re- 
apoosible. 
Cross-examination: From the ex­ 
amination I made, 1 am of the opin­ 
ion the defendant is sane. 
I made 
inqueries as to his former life and 
that of his family, but 1 discovered 
nothing to change the opinion I have 
given. 
Attorney McGregor at this stage of 
the proceedings announced that the 
defense had no farther evidence 
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to 
off* r, 
and 
moved 
that 
continuance bo 
granted 
on 
the 
grounds that certain 
witnesses in 
san Francisco and Bangor, Butte 
county, Cal., hsd been subpoenaed 
and the subpoenas returned served. 
He alleges that the evidence was ma­ 
terial in th« case, and that it was the 
only means by which the previous 
life of Anschlag could be shown. 
The motion was denied for the 
■son that there had not been a 
proper foundation by affidavits alleg 
ing the facts the witnesses would tes­ 
tify to if produced.

I am a druggist. I visited Anschlag 
at the County Jail on Thursday for 
the purpose of acting as interpreter for 
Dr. Kirkpatrick and others. I con­ 
versed in German and carefully in­ 
terpreted his answers to questions. 
He answered me readily and intelli­ 
gently. 
The court desired that Anton Decker 
be called, as he had conclnded to ad­ 
mit his evidence. 
He testified: 
On Tuesday and 
Wednesday I worked with Anschlag 
on the farm, and couversed frequent­ 
ly. We both speak the same lan­ 
guage. He Beemed to be excited, but 
further than that he talked like a 
sensible man. He seemed to be a 
shrewd man, and worked very hard. 
He did everything in a harry. 
Cross-examination — I 
think the 
changes made in moving the chicken- 
coops were good ones. I thought the 
man was all right, but after he was 
arrested I thought he must have been 
insane. He seemed excited on Tues­ 
day and did not talk much. 
ROBERT MARTIN 
Testified: I am a deputy sheriff, and 
am employed at the County Jail. I 
know Anschlag, and have talked with 
him every day. 
I consider him as 
sane as any other man. 
I do not 
speak German, but have conversed 
with the prisoner in English. 
Cross-examination : 1 have arrived 
at the conclusion of his sanity just as 
I would any one with whom I am 
thrown with or in whoee company I 
might happen to be. 
FMM, HARRIS 


Testified: Í have conversed with 
Anschlag in the County Jail three 
different times and several times 
while taking him to and from the jail. 
He always answered my questions in­ 
telligently, and I have always con­ 
sidered hitn sane. 
At the last inter­ 
view, which was night before last, he 
was very much excited over the 
questions of some reporter in relation 
to a man who was murdered in Butte 
county. 
(Objected to, and objection 
sustained.) 
CroBB-ex-minrition: 
I have not

The lady, who is a 
buxom-looking woman, with her two 
small children and one at the breast, 
appeared in no ways disconcerted in 
the court, and deflea th% whole power 
of the United States, both civil and 
military, to do anything with her. 
After a very plain ca e being made 
against her, the Commissioner held 
her to answer before the United States 
District Court in bonds of $100, which 
she flatly refused to give. After a 
commitment was issued by the Com­ 
missioner remanding her into the cus­ 
tody of the Marshal, who proceeded 
to execute the writ by putting the fair 
Hofia in jail, she relented and filed 
her bond, and went on her way re­ 
joicing; but before her departure she 
.-aid her only regret was that she had 
not put a bullet through Captain John 
Momogo, the prosecuting witness. H 
The case of United States vs. OT 
C. 8earl was yesterday before Com 
mi"Bioner Owen. The defendant ap­ 
plied for a discharge on the grounds 
that he was an indigent, which whs 
granted. 
He was fined $850 or 850 
aays for selling liquor to Indians, and 
had nlready 
served four months’ 
time. 


Mr. Peyton. All of these gentlemen 
recited the history of the case from 
their points of view, the attorney for 
the defense agreeing that Anschlag 
must have been insane, and asking 
the jury to take that into considera­ 
tion when it retired to the jury-room*. 
The concluding argument was made 
by Di trict Attorney Du Puy, who, 
during his speech, made a remark 
which so pleased the audience that 
there was a qaite a demonstration of 
approval, by means of stamping of 
feet. 
Judge 
Cheney, 
who had 
warned the audience to beware of 
making a demonstration, ordered the 
court-room cleared, and the Sher­ 
iff, 
assisted 
by 
several 
depu­ 
ties, 
obeyed his 
request. 
After 
this 
had

accomplished 
Mr. 
Du 
Puy 
concluded 
his 
argument, and Judge Cheney read to 
the jury the usual instructions. At 
six minutes to five o’clock the key in 
the door of the jury room was turned 
and that body left to its meditations. 
THE VERDICT. 
Upo a the retirement of the jury 
there were many speculations as to 
how long it would take for an agree­ 
ment to be reached. 
The general 
opinion was that the jury would re­ 
turn inside of ten minutes, but suck 
was not the case. It was exactly at 
ten minutes past five o’clock when the 
rapping at the door announced that 
an agreement had been reached. The 
door was unlocked and the jurymen 
resumed the places they had occupied 
during the trial. The foreman, Mr. 
John Snodgrass, then read the ver­ 
dict, which was: “We, the jurv in the 
above case, find the defendant guilty 
as charged.” This verdict was not 
such as was required by the court, 
and Judge Cheney, after instructing 
the jury as to the form of the verdict 
required, sent it to the jury room 
again, from which it emerged a few 
seconds later with the following ver­ 
dict: “ We, theiury in the above en­ 
titled cause, find the defendant guiltv 
of murder in the first degree.” The 
jury was then discharged, and Friday, 
at 10 o’clock a . m ., set as the time for 
sentence, which, acc rding to law, 
must be death by hanging. 
During the argument, Anschlag ap­ 
peared rather nervons and sat with 
the side of his face toward the jury, 
toward which he did not even glance. 
He nervously felt of his upper lip 
and of the bandage around his neck, 
but did not display any unusual feel­ 
ing when the verdict was announced. 
The crowd, as usual, waited in the 
street to see him as he passed on the 
way to the jail, but did not make any 
demonstration as he passed across 
Spring street and into tho county jail. 
Mr. McGregor, attorney for the de­ 
fendant. states that he will make a 
motion for a new trial, and, if a denial 
is entered, will appeal from the de­ 
cision to the Supreme Court. He will 
have several affidavits ready for filing, 
but does not think he will be able to 
complete them before Friday, and if 
he is not ready he will ask for a con­ 
tinuance.

queuce was the shrubs found theii 
way even into the m ost remote and 
sparcely settled sections of the Union. 
Then came the Florida boom, later 
the Birmingham boom, and vet later 
th e South California boom. This sec­ 
tion which bad been known for many 
years was, as if by magic, invented 
w ith attractions th at set all ¿lasses 
wild with

promised land. 
Capitalists and Rail­ 
road companies took th e m atter in 
hand, and a tremendous boom was 
th e result.

The

received in the East by duped inves­

Land th at is spoken of as marvelous 
and worth $3,000 an acre, is ia reality 
as dry as a bone and just about as 
capable of being made productive as 
th e topm ost peak of San Bernardino 
mountains. 
Every train that arrives 
either of the railroad routes center­ 
ing there,turns loose a swarm of ne w­ 
com ers who find the hotels over­ 
crowded and charging the highest 
prices com m anded 
in New York, 
while the fare and accommodations 
would disgrace

flfth-ra'e coun­ 
try boarding-house. 
Although the 
country is said to be the home of the 
orange and other sub-tropical fruits, 
Northern apples are the extent of the 
products of horticulture offered tho 
expectant visitor. 
Originally p<xr 
sheep pasture and cattle ranges, the 
broad plains and inclined mesas at 
the foot of the mountain raugcB are 
now held at prices ranging as high as 
$1500 a front foot.

He said : "If I cannot make 
changes on the force when I think 
proper, I don’t w ant to be Chief, 
although I w ant every thins I do to be 
agreeable to the Commissioners, and 
will not make changes except when 
absolutely necessary." 
The Mayor said he was thunder­ 
struck when he read of th e changes, 
and wondered if Mr. H um phreys had 
gone back on him and held a meeting 
w ith the Chief. 
Chief Cudd v stated th a t he w anted 
the control of the force and insisted 
opon ib. 
He nevar dreamed that he 
had lo wait for the permission of the 
Board to

or as to w hether he had stated that 
Dan Lynch had been appolatod as 
Chief of Detectives; Chief Cuddy re­ 
plied tnat he, himself was the head of 
the Detective Force at present and 
had not stated that Dan Lynch had 
been appointed to that position.

Mayor said that there had been some 
appointments and changes that did 
not suit him aud he wanted an expla­ 
nation.

The Chief said that the explanation 
would be given at the regular meeting 
and was sure it would satisfy ttie 
Board. 
The Mayor stated that lie would 
insist in having his say in the m atter, 
and ulso th at the charter provided 
that it took two of the Commissioners 
to make any change on the force. 
Cliief said ho was glad the m atter had 
been brought up and the sooner the 
authority tf the Chief 
was agreed

The Chief said that he was not 
wodded to the office of Chief of Police, 
and that if ho could not have the 
officers under his control, he did not 
care for the office.

appointm ent of a Chief of Detectives 
in his own hands, but would voto for 
the man ho thought fit. 
Mr. H um phreys moved that Emil 
Harris be appointed as Chief of the 
detectives. Tho Chief stated that he 
thought the Chief of Detectives should 
come from the force, and th a t the 
police departm ent and the detective 
force now at w>rk was doing good 
work. 
H e had no objection to an 
honest m an as Chief of the detectives, 
but would most certainly not vote for 
Harris. It was not a personal m atter, 
as he ami Mr. Harris wero quite 
friendly. 
He had uever heard any­ 
thing very clover th a t H arris had 
done, and could not feel that the 
necessity of having him as Chief of 
detectives had yet arisen. 
H e had 
good reasons for taking Pal more from 
Justice Austin’s court and putting 
Bean in his place, aud thought that 
several inore changes would follow 
shortly. Bowler, the newly appointed 
Sergeant, in his judgment, was the 
next best man to Dohahuo.

the pursuit of his occupation, it is 
but appropriate that some attention 
should be called to the fisheries of 
the Pacific. F rom San Diego north to 
the Straits of Behring are some of the 
best fishing grounds of the world. 
H erring, mackerel, cod, whale pro­ 
ducts, and a large variety of other 
commercial fish are to he found in 
great abundance. 
The Pacific ocean 
is always, as its name implies, peace­ 
ful. Its most terrific storm s ar« mod­ 
erate in comparison with the grim 
frowns 
of 
the 
A tlantic, 
which 
the 
hardy 
fishermen 
encounter 
off 
the 
coasts 
of 
Northeastern 
America. There are countless small 
harbors for fishing fleets, and, above 
all, the U nited States here, reigns su­ 
preme, and there would be no possi­ 
bility of any international difficulty 
arising out of the fishery question on 
this side of the Continent. The fish­ 
ery interests of the Pacific Ocean are 
illimitable. 
They only need develop­ 
ment to be of more consequence from 
a monetary point of view than ever 
was the gold taken from the m ines of 
the Sierra’s. There are great and ever 
growing markets to supply. 
China, 
Japan, Australia, South America and 
the Islands of the Pacific are marts 
where fishery products are always in 
demand. 
No wintry blast or armed 
cutter of another power need ever de­ 
ter the fisherman here from plying his 
vocation the year round. 


T h e re is a growing 
impression

life th e ratio is greater, but it requires 
years of experience, earned at a high 
cost, to establish a prosperous and 


suoceaoful mercantile business. Those 
are sensible who thoroughly learn a 
trade, no m atter w hat it is. 
It is a 
bank account to fall hack upon when 
compelled by necessity. It inspires t 
courage that the knowlege of a prc- 
fession or business utterly fails to 
do. 
No m atter where it is, or under 
what conditions, a good mechanic is 
always in request. H is trade is to him 
a capital that is always a t demand. 


T h e saying that “ politics makes 
s range bedfellows” was never better 
exemplified than in the present situa­ 
tion of European diplomacy. 
There 
seems to be a strange conglomeration 
of friend and foe that almoajt causes 
wonder as to how, even with all the 
intricacies of European politics, the 
present condition of affairs was ren­ 
dered possible. 
Even Russia and 
England, who have been naturally 
inimical to each other for generations, 
are now seeking the aid and assist­ 
ance of each other. 
France, w ith the 
most liberal form of government in 
Europe, has cast her lot in with that 
of Russia, the only representative of 
true despotic government on the con­ 
tinent. Austria and Italy, twrrnations 
which in tim es past have taken every 
opportunity of appropriating as much 
of each other’s territory as their 
power or pretext rendered possible, 
are now in close alliance with Ger­ 
many in order th at they may be bet­ 
ter able to cope with France and Rus­ 
sia. 
How these tirae-Eerving friends 
will stand together rem ains to be 
Sten. 
W hether they will stand to­ 
gether when the shock of 
battle 
comes is the query. 
But there is ono 
thing certain, that if the central Euro­ 
pean nations do not unite for common 
protection, the prophecy of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, in which he claimed that 
Europe will be “ either Cossack or Re­ 
publican,” will find its realization be­ 
fore the dawn of the twentieth cen­ 
tury. 


There is a satisfaction in living in 
a genial climate the year round. 
A 
pleasure that renders us unable to 
fully contemplate tbe sufferings and 
misery of those who live w here tho 
thermometer goe9 down to 40 degrees 
below zero. 
Here, surrounded by all 
the favorB that Dame Nature can 
bestow 
upon hum anity, 
we can 
truly question w hether life is worth 
living in climes where one freezes to 
death one half of the year and broils 
the other. 
We have heard it fre­ 
quently 
asserted 
by Californans. 
after a visit to the East, th at they 
w *uld rather die poor in California 
than live in luxury in other parts uf 
tho country. To the Eastern visitors 
who, after a week’s ride through 
regions of snow and ice, wake up 
amidst the orange groves and flower 
gardens of Southern California, it is a 
revelation which astonishes and en­ 
trances. 
In this fact alone California 
possesses a weal'.h that is now build­ 
ing an empire, and will continue so to 
do, so long as m ankind has a correct 
appreciation of the most glorious gift 
in nature—an equable, genial and 
salubrious climate. 


Los A n g e le s C ity presents an ever- 
enlarging field for those possessing 
mechanical sk ill; brick masons, car­ 
penters and the like can find steady 
and rem unerative employment. P rint­ 
ers, for both job and newspaper work, 
plumbers, iron-workers, machinists, 
etc., are in requisition at good wages. 
A common idea has gone abro.ul that 
Southern California is only for capi­ 
talists, speculators 
and 
those in 
search of health ; but this is an error. 
There is plenty here to-duy for all 
who want work, and good wages are 
t l i; rule. 
We have yet to hear of 
anyone who honestly wanted work 
and could not get i t .. To c¿m p.tent 
workers we can say, com e; but in­ 
competents aud idlers had better stay 
away. 


I t is stated that the A lumni of 
Princeton College are dissatified ?itli 
the selection of Dr. Patton, ail Eng­ 
lishm an, who has been elected to 
preside over the destinies of that in­ 
stitution. They think that an Ameri­ 
can should have been chosen, and in 
this they h a\e the support of every­ 
one. There is no reason why an 
American of suitable qualifications 
and sufficient learning could not have 
been found to preside over Princeton 
College. 
But to select a subject of 
another power, and one, af that, who 
refuses to become naturalized, is a 
m atter which does not coincide with 
the American feeling on the subject.

W ith all the com­ 
plaints against the American people 
of not meting out justice to wealthy 
offenders, the time does occasionally 
arrive when all get their just deserts, 
the millionaire as well os the pauper,

Sights and Sounds Along 
the Rails. 


THIS 
EXCURSION 
BUSINESS. 


T he S. P. Company’s New Line 
a t San Pedro—A Man Killed 
at Cam bray—Notes and 
Personals. 


The excursion «to this State has 
been written about so much lately 
•hat the subject has almost worn out, 
and 
yet 
certain facts continually 
come to the Rurface about it that are 
worthy of notice. This is particularly 
true of this season, f r so many ex­ 
ceptions to the experience of the last 
two or three years have taken place. 
For instance, railway officials have 
already likened the California tourists 
traffic to the ebb and flow of the tide 
in that there was always a rush out 
here before the holidays and a rush 
back East about February. But this 
season very few of the tourists have 
gone back home as yet, and there is 
still a great rush in this direction. 
There are three interesting facts 
that bear directly on the point. One 
of them is the information telegraphed 
to t.he Passenger Department of the 
Southern Pacific Company on the lath 
from the officials of tiie Missouri 
Pacific road to the effect that the 
largest excursion party that over 
traveled across tire continent left St. 
Louis the night of the 16th and Kansas 
City last night for Southern California. 
There will be about 1000 people iu 
the party. The train that will be re­ 
quired consists of five 1mffgage curs, 
tive day coaches, six excursion sleep­ 
ing cars and twenty-eight Pullman 
palace cars, making forty-five cars 
altogether. 
The train will be ron in 
two sections from St. Louis to Kansas 
Oity, and at the latter place three 
more sections will be made up, so 
that from Kansas City to Los Angeles 
the train will be run in five different 
sections. Special time will be made 
■over the Missouri Pacific to El Paso, 
which place will be readied to-night. 
A stop of one (lay will lie made there, 
and the Southern Pacific will bring 
theiti on special time to this city. 
The far** for the round trip is $60, 
and it is the last excursion party, so- 
called, that any of the transconti­ 
nental roads will handle. 
This is 
owing to the recent agreement of the 
Transcontinental Association. Before 
that time people in the East could only 
avail themselves of the $60 rate to 
California on specified days, but the 
agreement provided that the rate 
should bo raised to $80 and that any 
one could avail himself at any time he 
pleased, but in order to smooth the 
oontlictine interests of some of the 
overland lines, an exception was made 
to the effect that after the enforcement 
of the $80 rate, viz., January 1st last, 
the Missouri Pacific and the Burling­ 
ton and Missouri River roads should 
each be allowed to run two excursions 
to California at the $60 rate. Both 
«ompanies ran one of these excursions 
lastm onth, and this excursion is the 
last one that the Missouri Pacific will 
be permitted to run at the old rate. 
The Burlington road writ have a 
right to run one more excursion at the 
$60 rate, and it left Kansas City and 
Omaha Friday. It íb understood that 
it will also form quite a large party. 
Another fact relating to this sea­ 
son’s excursion traffic is that of the 
great number of emigrant or second- 
class passengers who have eorne lie re, 
many are going to stay permanently, 
and the railroads are now bringing 
west the household goods of a great 
many people who have recently come 
to Southern California on Bocond-class 
tickets. In some cases these trains 
consisted of sixteen and eighteen cars. 
The way this household freight is be­ 
ing handled is to class it as “emigrant 
movables,” and give the owners car­ 
load rates. In no case, as a rule, does 
the family effects of one emigrant 
make a carload, but three or four are 
permitted to join together and fill the 
car, and then pay proportionately the 
freight charges. Most of this kind of 
freight is being sent from Missouri, 
Arkansae and Northern Texas.

BEAUTIFUL VENICE. 


T h e M e x ic a n C e n t r a l. 
A joint circular has been issued by 
the Mexican Central, Atchison, Texas 
And Pacific and St. Louis and San 
Francisco lines, asking connecting 
roads to place on sale round-trip ex­ 
cursion tickets to the City of Mexico. 
The circular states that such tickets 
have been put on sale at St. Louis, 
Cairo, Memphis, Atchison, Leaven­ 
worth and Kansas City. 
The rAte 
from St. Louis is $92. and from Kan­ 
sas City $80, Such tickets will proba­ 
bly be issued by the Southern Pacific 
soon. Those now being sold are good 
going and returning via the same 
route only, and orders of connecting 
lines cannot be drawn for tickets go­ 
ing one route and returning by another. 
The tickets are all limited to six 
months from the date of sale and will 
be good only for thirty days on the 
“going passage” as far south as FI 
Paso, and on the return portion of the 
ticket, the stop-over will be allowed 
At pleasure within the limits of the 
ticket. Tiie circular is the result of 
the enterprise of the Mexican Central, 
which has at last awakened to a 
sense of the possibilities of its line as a 
tourist route at similar rates to those 
made by the American lines for the 
same class of travel. 


A n O u t s id e H a r b o r . 
A gentleman, who came up from 
San Pedro yesterday, states that the 
large force of Southern Pacific graders 
now at work on the Southern Pacific’s 
Company’s proposed extension are get­ 
ting along very rapidly. The new line 
will run aloDg the foot of the bluffs, 
on the west side of the company’s 
tracks,up and over the hill to the light 
house, or in that vicinity.

Venice was founded in the begin­ 
ning of the fifth century. In 697 a 
Doge, or Duke, was chosen, who wa?, 
really, the President of the Republic; 
and in 819 the present site of Venice 
became a capital. The city is built 
on 117 islands in the lagoon, with 
2194 canals, which pass under 378 
stone bridges. It has large lace and 
glass factories. The Venetian lace 
factory of M. Jesurum & Cie employs 
2500 women, who are paid twelve 
cents each a day; these women do 
not live in the city, but principally on 
the island of Palleetrina, where liv­ 
ing is much cheaper than in town 
The Piazza di San Marco is second 
only to Trafalgar Square, London, in 
beanty and size. It leads down the 
sea, surrounded by the Palace Arc­ 
ades, St. Mark’s Cathedral, and mar­ 
ble palaces, and is the center of 
Venetian life, especially in the even­ 
ing when the bands play and the 
cates are crowded with people. For 
the last seven hundred years flocks of 
pigeons have been fed here by the 
city at 2 p . m . daily. It is believed 
by the credulous that the pigeons are 
in some way counested with the pros­ 
perity of the city. 
THE CATHEDRAL OF ST. MARK. 
is built in the form of a Greek cross. 
It has five gilded domes and more 
than five hundred marble columns and 
46,000 square feet of mosaics, of which 
the entire ceiling is made. Back of 
the altar are four spiral alabaster col­ 
umns, two of which were brought 
from Solomon’s Temple. This ohurch 
stands on wooden piles, and lias set­ 
tled considerably in the last few years, 
causing the flooring and coiling to 
crack in many places. 
Charles Dickens, in his “ Pictures 
from 
Italy,” says: “Going down 
upon the margin of the green sea, 
rolling on before the door and filling 
all the streets, I came upon a place of 
such surpassing beauty, ana such 
grandeur, that all the rest was poor 
and faded in comparison with its ab­ 
sorbing loveliness. It was a great 
piazza, as I thought, anchored like 
all 
the 
rest, 
in 
the 
deep 
ocean. 
On its broad bosom was 
a palace more majestic and magnif­ 
icent in its old age than all the build­ 
ings of the earth, in the high prime 
and fullness of their youth; cloisters 
and galleries so light that thev might 
have been the work of fairy hands— 
so strong that centorieB have battered 
them in vain.” This is the palace of 
the Doges. Tho front walls are en­ 
tirely of white and red marble. 
THE BRIDGE OF BÍUII8. 
One of tbe most celebrated in the 
world, and made so by Byron’s “Chihle 
Harold.” leads from the Doges’ Pal­ 
ace to the prison. It is rather singu­ 
lar that the two most celebrated 
bridges icf Venice should have been 
built by the same architect—the Ri­ 


alto and the Bridge of Bighs. Rialto 
and Venice are syaonomous terms, 
i.nd the name of the oldeet part of the 
city. In the Eighth and Ninth cen­ 
turies the tiaders of Venice were 
called Merchants of Rialtcv 
The 
bridge is covered with shops, and 
spans the Grand Usual with a single 
arch of Istrian marble. In the Friars’ 
Church are the tombs of Titian and 
Canova, 
the former a celebrated 
painter and the latter known as the 
Prince of Modem Sculptors. Tradi­ 
tion sayB that Oi hello lived here with 
Desdemona, and out of respect for the 
Venetian nobility he is represented on 
the stage and in history as a Moorish 
gentleman. The house m which they 
lived is still standing and may be vis­ 
ited by eight-seers. The city is di­ 
vided into two almost equal parts by 
the Grand Canal, which is two miles 
long, and from 150 to 180 feet wide, 
t is one of the finest streets in the 
world and has palaces on either side. 
Rogers pays of them : 


“T here Is a glorious city In th e sea. 
The sea is in thu broad and narrow streets, 
Ebbing and flowing; and th e salt seaweed 
clin g s to the m arble of her palace*. 


Lead to her gates. The path lies o’er tb e sea 
Invincible; and from the land we w ent 
As to a floating city ." 


TIIB GONDOLAS OP VENICE. 
In olden times gondolas were not 
uniform in size and color, as they are 
now; the gondoliers were dressed to 
suit their mash rs, as the coachman 
of to-day* But the wealthy people 
spent so much on decoration and 
livery that the city had to put a stop 
to it,*so now all gondolas are of one 
size and painted black, the gondiliers 
wearing (in Rummer) white pants, 
blue blouse and straw hat. 
Theee 
gondolas hold from four to six per­ 
sons, and on a moonhght night there 
is nothing more delightful than gon- 
doliering on the Grand canal. 
It is 
one of the traditions that it is al­ 
ways moonlight in Venice, as tourists 
all claim to have been there when the 
moon was fnll. Nearly ail tho gondo­ 
liers have fine rich voices, and enter­ 
tain their patrons when out on the 
Lagoous with their soft, sweet Italian 
love songs. 
One of their favorito 
songs Is “Oye Caroli,” which im­ 
pressed me so much that while in 
Rome I bought a copy to bring home 
with me. The island of Lido íb one 
of the gayest and most charming 
watering places in Italy. It was on 
this island tin t Lord Byron wished to 
be buried. 
Tho ceremony of wed­ 
ding the Adriatic 
was 
performed 
every year on Ascension Day, and 
continued until the fall of the Ke- 
public. 
The Adriatic 
must have 
been married over 700 times; it is 
strange that, as a gold ring was 
thrown into the pea every yea»*, not 
one has ever been found. A puet 
writing on this subject, says that the 
sea, though fickle as a woman, will 
never part with her husband’s gifts.

In others, a lough, viscid au d offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in the passage betw een the th ro at and h ead , adhering to th e parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a stnRiition of irritation and 
uneasiness iu th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant and alm ost jrie«istit>le 
desiro to relieve the discom fort by d raw ing th e m ucus into th e th ro at so 86 to reject it by 
th e m onth. T his p ractice, popu arly know n us “h aw king,” is characteristic of Uatorrn, 
aud proves as em barrassing t »the one allected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, the offensive m utter hardens and deposits Itself on tlu- m em brane in th e 
shape of dry, h ard concretions, w hich arc discharged by the way of th e nostrils o r th ro at 
In lum ps o r fragm ents of a deep green tlu t. In some cases these in cru statio n s accum u­ 
late to such au ex ten t as to form a reg u lar plug iu the nose, w hich obstruct* breath in g 
and produce's serious discom fort, 
tio firm ly do these incrustations adhere to the i.oiot 
of attach m en t th at th eir rem oval usually requires th e m ost violent efforts and not uu- 
frequeutly they Lave to l-c torn from th e m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble bize is expelled o n w hich there arc generally traces of blood, b u t in some cases the 
cast presents a tubulnr appearance, being of ex act shape of th e nasal cavity. 
T his con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, w hich, iu tim e, m ay destroy tho bouy stru ctu r of th e 
nose and produce a subsequent flattening of rliat organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith in w hich a thick, viscid, slim y secretiOD coats th e 
m em bram c of th e nasal cavities and th en putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpow ering, an d sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
aud there are others in w hich all secretions of the m em brane are suspended, causing au 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and foverishuess in the head an a nose—a condition 
popularly know n as "D ry C atarrh.” 
Tho disease speedily extends to th e air cavities of the bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of heavy w eight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially in th e region above and between th e eyes, an d to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, h eat, irritatio n , soreness or pain in the nostrils n ear the root o f th e nose, as w ell as 
in th e upper p art of the throat, above, and behind the soft p alate.

W ork of the Nicaragua 
Canal Expedition Begun, 


SURVEYING PARTIES SET OUT. 


How the H ydrographic and E n­ 


g in eerin g Sections W ill Pros­ 


ecute Their Labors. 


A correspondent of the New York 
Herald attached to the 
Nicaragua 
Canal Expedition writes from Grey- 
town as follows: 
The preparations for work in the 
interior are now c rapleted. 
The 
prelim inary arrangem ents have been 
concluded w ithout a hitch, and every 
m an in the expedition is enthusiastic. 
The Nicaragua officials continue to 
extend their heartiest co-operation, 
and even the Jam aica negroes are 
convinced th at they have no grounds 
for alarm. 
Before these laborers were landed 
from the Hondo there was intense ex­ 
citem ent 
on 
board among them, 
caused by a report that three hundred 
Spaniards, arm ed with “ machete” 
knives, were awaiting their arrival. 
Tneae Nicaraguan half-breeds were 
pictured to the negroes as blood­ 
thirsty and desperate men, outraged 
because the Jam aicans, for whom no 
great love has ever existed on this 
coast, had come into the country to 
take the bread out of their m ouths. 
Many of the darkies were frightened 
oat of their wits, but the whole affair, 
like many other sensational stories, 
proved a canard, for since our arrival 
Dative and foreign labor have quietly 
worked side by side, arranging outfit 
an d stores for our camp life in the 
interior. This has been no easy task, 
for upon the thorough preparation to 
m eet every conceivable emergency 
will depend the lives of the engineers, 
an d therefore the success of the expe­ 
dition. 
To venture into the depths of 
a Central American wilderness, cutoff 
from all communication with th» civi­ 
lized world, not fully prepared to 
battle with fevers, snake bites, and 
th e sting of poisonous insects, would 
b e as suicidal as a search for the 
N orth Pole without proper equipment. 


W HAT 
THE NATIVES SAY OK SNAKES. 
Fears of the fever, however, have 
paled before the stories the natives 
tell of the snakes and other reptiles in 
th e forests. 
Even in towns these un­ 
welcome visitors crawl into houses to 
escape the heavy dews of the night, 
and, seeking the warmest place, nat 
orally stow themselves under the bed­ 
clothes. 
W hether they will find our 
tents and hammocks sufficiently com­ 
fortable to suit their warm Southern 
blood I may be able to chronicle in 
m y next report. 
These accounts are magnified and 
distorted each day by a peculiar class 
of Central Americans known as the 
R ubber Hunter Caouchero. This is 
th e time of the year when that indi­ 
vidual returns from the woods appar­ 
ently to join the bosom of his family 
during the holidays, but really to have 
a C hristm as carousal, spend the little 
earnings th a t represented m onths of 
hardship and danger hunting the 
precious rubber, and go away from 
home again in debt, leaving his fam­ 
ily at the tender mercy of the “ com- 
xnerciante,” who holds him in a state 
of abject slavery, from which he will 
probably never emerge until death. 
Should he ever come back it will be 
to find, after the em ployer has clothed 
his ragged form, decked him out in 
all the colors of the solar spectrum 
-and deducted from the account his 
fam ily expenses, th at he may have a 
few pennies left to drown the night­ 
m are of the prat. 
Thus this strange type of being ex­ 
ists until the deadly miasma of the 
tropical swamp or the fatal, sting of 
some venomous snake relieves him of 
himself. 
And yet the rubber hunter 
happy!

EFFECTS OF A TROPICAL CLIMATE. 
In one respect the im pulsive maiden 
of the tropics differ from her more 
cool and calculating sister of the 
N orih, for the wild and dangerous 
life of a caouchero has for the former 
a peculiar charm , and she will bestow 
her affections upon this reckless fellow 
with no thought of the morrow, while 
a t her feet the rich commerciuutes of 
th e village plead in vain. 
On Christ­ 
m as there will be a grand wedding 
near here, when one of these hunters, 
w ho boasts as m any snake bites as 
he does years, will m arry the prettiest 
Indian girl in the country. 
The weather at Greytown at present 
is not what the natives call warm, but 
t j one fresh from the piercing north­ 
east winds of a New York Decernb r, 
th e transition is as much a revelation 
as are the customs of the country. 
The wet and dry seasons regulate the 
decollete cut of the gown of a Nicar­ 
aguan Indian lady, and hough the 
extrem e type is very little more pro­ 
nounced than one sees every opera 
night in New York, this near approach 
to modern civilization is more the re­ 
su lt of climatic than other causes. 
W hen, however, the course of the 
canal brings this female w ithin the 
radial lines of social influence she 
will, doubtless, long for a “ sphere,1 
and the rubber hunter become a crea­ 
ture initiated into the mysteries of a 
w hite shirt and collar. 


REFRESH IN G RAIN. 
We are supposed to be now near 
th e commencement of the dry season, 
an d yet it has rained, day and night, 
every fifteen minutes since our ar­ 
rival, and the word scarcely does jus­ 
tice to the physical act, for it seems 
a s if there are no drops, but th a t all 
th e sluices and floodgates of the heav­ 
en s are opened at intervals and the 
w ater perm itted to flow in one solid 
m ass. 
However, as the saying goes, 
“ it's an ill wind th at blows no one 
good,” for the recent heavy rain- have 
alm ost submerged Greytown, and 
driven even the 
mosquitoes and 
snakes to the woods for self-protection. 
R eports from the interior represent 
* th e mountain stream s as swollen al­ 
m ost to overflowing, so that the trans­ 
portation of m en and supplies by 
canoes up the Rio San Juan and its 
tributaries as far as the lake, and even 
to the Pacific, will be greatly facili 
tated. 
The health of the party is rem ark­ 
ably good, and, with the exception 
of w hat the Indians call “ calentu- 
rita,” or “ little fever,” there is no 
Bickness of any kind at present in 
G reytown. 
PLAN or T H E WORK. 
The presence in this country of the 
expedition to locate the final route of 
Abe inter-oceanic canal preliminary to 
thacoiBBieooemtnt of the great werk 


has summoned from the midst of the 
S 
ast this day dream of the early 
panish conqueren,and m ust gladden 
the hearts of those modern enthusiasts 
who have had so much to battle 
against, but still struggling and beat­ 
ing down barrier after harrier see to­ 
day the question of isthm ian transit 
alm ost an assured one. 
For ages the cooling breath of the 
Atlantia 
trade 
winds has almost 
blended the roar of the surf at Grey­ 
town with the soft m urm ur of the 
Pacific as it breaks on the pebbled 
beach at Brito, while a constantly in­ 
creasing commerce cries out to the 
world, and the two oceans, within 
sight of each other from the pass of 
Buena Vista, are patiently awaiting 
the day when the mind of m an will 
make them one. 
Besides the commercial advantages 
that will accrue to the United States 
from this Union, it will maintain our 
national integrity on the Pacific and 
reassert that influence with the other 
Repuhlics of this continent which 
naturally belongs to us. New Orleans 
will have a brilliant future, becoming 
the near neighbor of Chile, Peru and 
other rich countries along the west 
coast of South America, while New 
York will be brought over 7000 miles 
nearer San Francisco, and the dis­ 
tance between other cities propor­ 
tionately decreased. 


DISTINGUISHED EXPLORERS. 
From the tim e of Columbus down 
to the present day every available 
part of the Isthm us has been sur­ 
veyed with the ultim ate object of se­ 
lecting the most feasible route for a 
ship canal, and this narrow strip of 
land between the two oceans has been 
the scene of international strife for 
many 
years.

that ho m ight accept a concession to 
construct a canal by this Bamo route. 
History thus presents an array of 
the most brilliant men of each cen­ 
tury that have all turned to Lake 
Nicaragua as their Mecca, and the 
main factor in tho solution of the 
problem that has so vexed the com­ 
mercial world. 


the continental divide with a maxi­ 
mum depth of 41.4 feet above the 
surface of the water. Following the 
fertile valley of the Rio G rande, with 
a descent of 12 feet to the mile, as­ 
sisted by fonr locks with 26 to 29 feet 
fall, the level of the sea is reached in 
the harbor of Brito, on the Pacific, a 
distance of 17.27 miles. The Summit 
of the continental divide cut through 
in the western division is the lowest 
depression of the American isthm us. 
The engineering details of this en­ 
tire route have from tim e to time been 
fully described and discussed in the 
Iierald, so that it only rem ains to be 
said that the course of the canal lies 
through a beautiful and picturesque 
country, abundant in tim ber 
and 
building m aterial of all kinds, and 
possessing a virgin soil as fertile and 
productive as any fam ed valley of the 
Orient. 


T nO SE WHO W ILL DO TH E BRAIN WORK. 
Civil Engineer R. E . Peary, United 
States Navy, who has been detailed 
to superintend this im portant work, 
is an officer of great experience and 
recognized ability, having been Mr. 
Menocal’s assistant in the survey of 
1882. Since that time Mr. Peary has 
been to Greenland, where he made a 
very successful reconnoissance of the 
obstacles and ice conditions of the in­ 
terior. 
He íb now Assistant Engineer 
of the Nicaragua Canal Construction 
Company and will have entire charge 
of all work until the arrival of Mr. 
Menocal. 
Mr. Peary will be assis'.ed in his 
present work by Mr. J. Francis Le 
Ear ron, Secretary of the Southern So­ 
ciety, and a member of the American 
8ociety of Civil Engineers. 
Mr. Le 
Barron has been engaged for a num ­ 
ber of years in canal work on the 
Florida Isthm us and in charge of 
harbor improvement in many cities 
along the coast. 
The work of the expedition will at 
present be entirely in the Eastern di­ 
vision, between the lake and Grey­ 
town, and will consist of a hydro­ 
graphic and boring party, and five sur­ 
veying parties.

I i.f a.ll- ila.iAm tarl hir rlia Vnn lim n nn.l 
that have been made throughout the 
length and breadth of the Isthm us, 
only three have ever assumed any 
tangible form. These are a sea-level 
canal at Panam a, a ship railway at 
Tehuantepec, and a lock canal at 
Nicaragua. 


UNFORTUNATE PANAMA. 
The utter failure of the Panam a 
Canal, which no am ount of capital 
can ever make a success, íh too well 
known 
to the world. 
More than 
$150,000.000 have been expended thus 
far and little more than one-fifth of 
work completed, while the control of 
the Chagrea river, which is the key to 
the whole problem, is still unsolved, 
and thé Culebra cut presents insur­ 
m ountable difficulties to the present 
m ethod of attack. Even the French 
people themselves are beginning to 
lose faith in De Lesseps, the m an of 
destiny, whose previous successes led 
him into an undertaking, the engin­ 
eering difficulties of which had not 
been sufficiently studied. 
Added to these came another and 
greater enem y, the climate and fatal 
m iasma, which but few 
survive. 
W hen the Panam a road was hnilt it 
was an old saying that each rail rep­ 
resented the life of a laborer. Though 
this may be an exageration, what 
will be the death roll presented to 
the world when the work is over and 
all the excavated earth has been ex­ 
posed to the action of the burning 
sun? 
Even were it practicable to finish 
th is route it would uever become a 
thoroughfare to sailing vessels, for 
Panam a drowsily sleeps in th e calm 
belt of the equator, while Nicaragualies 
in the region of perpetual trade winds. 
This calm belt is tongue-shaped, the 
base of which touches Panam a and 
extends a short distance north and 
?outh. term inating in a point near the 
equator. 
With the death of Captain Eads, 
whose railway project across Tehuan­ 
tepec never met the approval of ship­ 
builders and nautical men in general 
came the end of this method of tran­ 
sit, so that the world to-day turns to 
Nicaragua as the only feas'ble route 
by which the two oceans will ever be 
joined. 
Across this region careful 
and exhaustive surveys have been 
made, so that the location is not a 
theoretical but an actual one, every 
foot of the line having been measured 
with chain and stadia, while skillful 
engineérs observed each angle. 


OBJECTIONS TO T IIE NICARAGUA ROUTE 
There are several objections urged 
against this route, none of which, 
however, 
present any 
engineering 
difficulties that are not capable of 
being mastered by m odern methods. 
They a re :— 
1. Reconstruction of the two har­ 
bors at the termini. 
2. The dam a t Ochoa. 
3. The em bankm ent in the valley 
of the San Francisco. 
4. The employment of locks. 
6. 
Volcanic origin of the country. 
Engineers Menocal and Peary have 
successfully dem onstrated the man­ 
ner in which th e first four will be 
treated, and the rem ains of ruins and 
other structures in this section show 
the little need of apprehension from 
volcanic formation. 
In all probability the final route 
selected upon which the company will 
begin work will differ hut little from 
that advocated by Mr. Menocal in 
1885. 
Still Mr. Peary intends to make 
a thorough and detailed instrum ental 
survey of every possible feature, and 
if the engineering problem can in any 
way be simplified, a new line will be 
run. 
Both Mr. MonocaPs and the 
route laid out by Commodore Lull in 
1872 are feasible, and identical in the 
western division. They diverge, how­ 
ever, in the eastern, and present en­ 
tirely different m ethods of attack. 
Comm ander Lull’s idea was to exca­ 
vate from Ochoa parallel with the Rio 
San Juan to a point where it meets 
the San Juanillo, thence a straight cut 
to 
Greytown. 
while Mr. Menocal 
shortened the distance and reduced 
the excavation by flooding the vnllev 
of tho San Francisco. 


TH E PROJECTED CANAL. 
The latter, which will probably be 
the choice, exten is from the harbor 
of Greytown, on the Carribbean Sea, 
to the Port of Brito, on the Pacific, in 
all a distance of 109.9 miles. 
By util­ 
izing the river San Juau, the basin of 
the San Francisco and Lake Nicar­ 
agua 129.5 miles of natural water tran­ 
sit is gained, leaving only 40 3 miles 
of actual excavation, 23 03 of which 
will be in the eastern division. 
Lake Nicaragua, which is 90 miles 
long by 50 wide, and elevated 110 
feet above the sea. has been taken as

of silt deposited by the San Juan and 
its tributaries. A careful survey will 
be made and a chart prepared show­ 
ing a profile of the harbor and neigh­ 
boring islands. 
After this work is 
completed the party will proceed to 
th e point w here the San Juan joins 
Lake Nicaragua, and later to the point 
of Brito, on the Pacific. Before return 
ing another survey will be made at 
Greytown 
and the change noted. 
This will be of great importance in 
showing the force th at are now at 
work destroying the harbor and the 
engineering features necessary for its 
restoration and preservation. 
The office s of this division are Mc­ 
Donough Craven, assistant; D. B. 
M acauley, Paul B. Cooke, 
H . D. 
Murphy and John Kirk. 
The boring party, in charge of Mr. 
E. W. H unt, will proceed to the site 
of the proposed dam a t Ochoa, and 
there ascertain the character of the 
foundation. 
Each division of the ex­ 
pedition, however, will be furnished 
with a boring machino and instructed 
to test the soil for rock the entire 
length of their line. 
W herever found 
and located another party will be sent 
with a diam ond drill to secure a speci­ 
men of the rock for analysis.

WILL 
LOCATE. 
Surveying party No. 1, in charge of 
Mr. J . W. Pethard, civil engineer, has 
orders to proceed up the San Juan as 
far as the mouth of the San Juanillo, 
thence to the “ potero” owned by the 
pilot of the Mariposa 
There a tem ­ 
porary camp will be located and an 
officer dispatched with cooked rations 
to explore a passage via the “ Laguna 
Bernado” up the Rio Deseado, to the 
site of lock No. 1. A perm anent camp 
and prim ary bench m ark will be 
then established and operations con­ 
ducted from a point two miles beyond 
the lock, toward Greytown, as far as 
the San Juanillo.

HEADQUARTERS OF T H E EXPEDITION. 
The headquarters of the expedition 
will be a cam p on an islana in the 
Rio San Juan, near the mouth of the 
San Francisco, and will be so located 
that any of the other camps or Grey­ 
town may be reached conveniently by 
canoes, or by striking a trail straight 
i the country. As soon as the 


break camp and transport men and 
supplies to the west coast, where the 
work is of a comparatively simple na­ 
ture and the climate much healthier. 
We will then be w ithin access of the 
capital, Managua, and the cities of 
Grenada, Leon, Rivas and other large 
settlem ents. 
At headquarters the 
following officers will be domiciled:

INSTRUCTIONS TO TUB CHIEFS. 
In the general instructions issued to 
the chiefs of parties they are cautioned 
to exercise the utmost care in regard 
to the health and safety of their per­ 
sonnel, both officers and m en; ana it 
is deem ed prudent that each officer 
Bhould fam iliarize himself w ith all 
the duties of his senior, whose place 
he may be called upon to fill in the 
event of sickness. The instructions 
further add; “ You will invariably 
have coffee ser red to the officers of 
your party under their mosquito bars 
before rising. 
I t is also recommend­ 
ed that the officers upon arriving in 
camp shall take a small dose (one or 
one-half ounce) of spirits, and the 
chief will then see that each removes 
his working suit immediately, takes a 
thorough bath and rub down, and 
puts on a thick flannel sleeping suit 
You will have the brush and trees in 
and about the space occupied by the 
tents cleared in such a m anner as to 
bare the ground and give the sun free 
access to the space occupied by the 
camp and its surroundings.”

Boston Ship-Owners Criti­ 
cise the Proposition. 


TO 
PAY 
TONNAGE 
DUTIES. 


Th« Plan of the A m erican Ship- 
fin e and Industrial L eague 
Would Cost the Country 
a t Least $100,000,000. 


The news in regard to the subsidies 
proposed by the American Shipping 
and Industrial League, which held a 
wtofiting in Washington on W ednes­ 
day, called forth 
much comment 
m n n g the m erchants and ship-owners 
Commercial street and Atlantic 
avenue. 
The general 
opinion, as 
gleaned by the Herald’s reporter, was 
that, should Congress folllow the re 
commendation of the League, the bill 
p u sed would draw from the Treasury 
$100,000,000 per year. 
Mr. E . C. 
Richardson, the head of the Boston 
end Savannah line of steamers, who 
not only is the principal owner of the 
coast line, bat is also largely interested 
in rossels in foreign trade, was shown 
flm dispatch in the Herald that gave 
tKe result of the meeting of the 
T csgnr. and asked his opinion of the 
propositions contained therein. 
The 
dispatch in question contains this 
resolution: 
Resolved, T bat in th e opinion of th is Con­ 
v en tio n th e passage of the following bill by 
Congrees w ill prom ptly restore our ocean 
arce a n d 'n a v al power: Be it enacted 
th a t there shall be paid o u t of m oneys iu 
CM T reasury of th e U nited State*, not other­ 
w ise appropriated, to any vessel, w hether 
■■U o r steam built an d wholly owned In 
th e United States, engaged in th e foreign 
trad e, th e aum i f 30 cents per registered ton 
lo r each 1000 m iles and pro rata for any 
distance traveled lesa than lOOO m iles or 
any voyage or vovagcs between this and any 
foreign country or countries. 
This, it will be noticed, differs from 
Congressman W hitthorue’s bill only in 
giving the 30 cents per too to all ves- 
rola, whether steam or sail, and deny­ 
ing the assistance to coastwise vessels. 
“Is there any reason,” was asked of 
M r. 
Richardson, 
“ why 
coastwise 
■tromers should not receive subsidies 
ro wel?as outside vessels?” 
“ NOne w hatever,” was the answer 
“ But, while I should be very grateful 
to Congress or anybody that would 
confer so large a sum upon my line as 
20 cents per ton per 1000 miles, as 
proposed by the W hitthorne bill, I do 
not believe in subsidies. I saw it 
stated in the Herald the other day 
that 20 cents per ton per 1000 miles 
traveled would entitle our two ves­ 
sels in 
the 
Savannah 
trade 
to 
$80 ,000 a yenr. 
This 
would 
be 
a groat help, and yet why should that 
b ad e not be left upon its owu footing. 
Of course, if the naval reserve idea is 
to be carried out and coastwise steam­ 
ers are to be built, of great speed and 
strength, suiting them for cruising 
and transport service in time of war, 
they should be subsidized. 
But as it 
is, no foreign vessel can compete in 
the coast trade, and the business is 
entirely governed by the law of sup­ 
ply and dem and.” 
“ Now, how about foreign trade? It 
is computed by reliable parties that 
a 30 per cent per ton subsidy for every 
1000 miles sailed by all steam and 
sail vessels clearing to and entering 
from foreign ports would mean the 
paying ont of $100,000,000 to ship 
owners. W hat would the country get 
back for this immense sum ?” 
“ Speaking candidly as a citizen, 
and without allowing my shipping in­ 
terests to influence me, I will say 
that the idea th a t the am ount we pay 
out annually for freght is lost to the 
country is fallacy. Say that Ameri­ 
cans pay to freight-sliip owners $100,­ 
000,000 a year for freights (that is 
ábont the am ount that it is stated they 
do pay out), th at does not mean that 
American m erchants 
have thrown 
away th at immense sum. I t means 
that the m erchants have paid out 
$100,000.000 for legitimate expense s, 
that should no more be called a loss 
than drayage, insurance or clerk hire. 
'Riat sum does not represent a profit 
to the foreign-ship owner—not by any 
means. Out of that $100,000,000 the 
foreign ship owners must pay expen­ 
ses, and I tell you that in m any cases, 
it means positive loss. 
I know that 
m ost of the steam tram ps that have 
been freighting to this country have 
been ran a t a loss. 
Look at the great 
English transatlantic steam ship com­ 
panies—they have not been paying. 
The Canard line has not paid a profit 
lor some years. 
So all this means 
that the freight business does not pay, 
and the U nited States is letting En­ 
gland run the business at a loss.” 
"Chefl yóu think th at the ihtpptng 
interest shoul 
be governed by pre­ 
cisely the same laws of supply and de­ 
m an d and competition as any other 
t n & ? ” 
“ Precisely. 
We once owned the 
greatest m erchant m arine in the world, 
and our flag was seen on every sea. 
go long as it paid Americans held su­ 
premacy. 
W hen it ceased to pay 
our ship-owners laid up their ships. 
The proposition before the country is, 
W ill it pay to build ships to be run at 
a loro, and to compete for freights, 
when there are already more vessel b 
afloat than are required for the trans­ 
portation of freights? Will it pay, I 
nay, to make upthiB loss and help pay 
the difference? 1 know that my ideas 
are 
not palatable, and I am not 
anxiouB to give them prominence.” 
“If freights paid, would American 
■hips be built and placed in competi­ 
tio n ?” 
“ Undoubtedly. 
Of course, we can­ 
not run our ships as cheaply as the 
English—the mere question of wages 
settles that. 
But you can’t legislate 
wages. Wages in Ameiican ships will 
always be th e highest in the world. 
Of course, a subsidy would induce 
more ships to carry our flag and in­ 
crease the trade, and it would also 
gratify American pride. 
If you ask 
m e what is the sentim ental view, 1 
would tell you th a t a great merchant 
marine, with an am ple subsidy, is 
popular; but the popular idea is not 
always the sound and expedient one.” 
A gentlemen who did not wish that 
hia name should be used, pointed cut 
that tbe American Shipping League’s 
proposed bill is as loose as the Wliitt- 
Lorne bill. 
The proposition to pay 
m ileage to every vessel, w hether sail 
or «team, th a t makes regular or oc­ 
casional 
voyages 
to foreign ports 
means that the lake steamers which 
aaU to Port Arthur, in Canada, and 
th e ferry-boats th at cross 
to auy 
Canadian port on the lakes, and all 
th e lumber schooners 
sailing 
be­ 
tween British Columbia ports and the 
United States, and the Nantucket and 
Marblehead fishermen that d ear for 
Mora Scotia and Newfoundland, and 
th e Uttie fruiters and fruit sloops that 
van to the islands would be entitled 
per ton per 1000 miles 


“ should 
get 
this 
subsidy 
is 
not apparent. Why a lake steam er 
or schooner should get from $10,000 to 
$50,000 a year, while a coos'er going 
2000 to 3000 miles each trip should go 
without, is another conundrum . 
The 
Pacific Mail Steam ship Company has 
vessels running from New York to Ab- 
pinwall, from Panam a to San Fran­ 
cisco, and from San Francisco to 
China and Australia. The fled of 
about six steam ers on the Atlantic, 
consisting of vessels of 2500 tons bur­ 
den each, travel 4000 miles each way 
twice a month, or 4800 miles per 
month, and they would draw, at 30 
cents per ton, $36,000 per month. 
The Pacific Coast vessels would draw 
twice as much, or $72,000 per m onth 
and the China and Australian vessels 
something like $100.000 a m onth

W hy should 
the Pacific Coast Steam ship Com­ 
pany’s vessels th at run from San 
Francisco to Victoria, B. G., and 
thence to Tacoma, W. 1 , get tbe 
mileage, while tb e Galveston steam ­ 
ers, o f equal importance on the At­ 
lantic seaboard, get no subsidy? 
“ The last thought advanced by 
this gentleman was in regard to the 
am ount a vessel would draw. Law 
proposes that thirty cents per ton 
should be paid fo* ten years, and 
three cents per ton for each succeed­ 
ing year. Take a Pacific Mail steam ­ 
er, for instance, and see how much 
would be paid for her by the Gov­ 
ernm ent. She would draw for the 
first ten years, $72,000 a year, or 
$720,000.

“ C ertainly,” waB the a n s w e r: “ We 
would a ll go fo r th a t subsidy, and the 
q u e s tio n would be, not will alin e pay, 
but will the subsidy cover the loss?”

CATS AS COUNTERBA LANCES. 


S o m e V e ry « u rio u M E x p e r i e n c e s 
o> A c im u iM in E n g in es. 
From t me to time one hears of var­ 
ious mishaps by which cats fall into 
the path of flywheels oi engines and 
are carried round and round for hours 
on the inside rim of the wheel, and 
generally the information concludes 
with some observation upon the won­ 
drous muscular power oi e^ts, enabling 
them to hold their position for such a 
time. 
A dog in the engine-room of the 
public station of the water works, 
while looking through a slit in the 
floor provided for the wheel, saw a 
cat in the basement below. 
He at­ 
tempted to spring upon her between 
the spokes of th e wheel, but was 
caught and carried around on the in­ 
side rim for a num ber of revolutions. 
On his release he would never enter 
or approach the building again. 
The engine tender oí one of the 
large armories in Connecticut per­ 
ceived wLat he supposed to be a 
piece of newspaper on the inside of 
the fly-wheel of the engine, and was 
somewhat provoked that any one 
should be so disorderly to throw a 
paper in that way. 
But when the 
mill was stopped at noon a cat jumped 
out, and, instead of being affronted or 
perm anently terrified by the involun­ 
tary ride of several hours, did not 
«bauson tb s engine-room. 
The engineer in a printing office of 
one of the newspapers in Montreal 
discovered, as he thought, a large 
piece of paper on the inner rim of the 
fly-wheel, and at the expiration of 
five hours, when the engine was 
stopped, a cat jum ped out. somewhat 
dem oralized, out 
not perm anently 
injured. 
Instead of wondering how a cat 
could bold on under such circum­ 
stances, an examination of the facts 
will lead one to question why the 
beast was not squeezed to death by 
centrifugal force. A pplving the form­ 
ula, and assuming w hat appears to 
be the proper lim it for the radius of 
gyration for a cat, Bhows that the 
rim of the fly wheel of the engine, 
which was ten feet in diameter, re 
volving fifty tim es a minute, was 5.76 
tim es gravity, so that the cat was re­ 
ally pushed at all tim es with a pres­ 
sure A% tim es its own weight. 
The physical result of such an 
enormous pressure can best be con­ 
ceived by considering its effects upon 
a man weighing 175 pounds, w beie 
this excess of external pressure would 
amount to 731 pounds, a weight which 
few would care to sustain for a short 
.time, and certainly none for hours.— 
[Eastern Review. „

In the Chaldean scriptures the 
deluge lasted seven dayB, the gates to 
Hades were seven in number, and 
seven fish-like men were said to have 


In th e ancient theory of mystical 
num bers, from which so many of our 
luck signs are designed, four was sig­ 
nificant of natural and three of the 
spiritual world, and one of the old 
occult philosophers 
w rites: 
“ The 
num ber seven, therefore, because it 
consists of three and four, joins the 
soul to the body.” 
The same writer 
says elsew here: “ The num ber seven 
is of various and manifold power.” 
In the theory of the occult philoso­ 
phers the num ber seven plays a most 
im portant part in the life f man, and 
this is the way they divide a m an’s 
y ears: After the first seven days an 
infant’s eyes can b-*ar the lig h t; after 
twice seven days it Becks the lig h t;

the second seven months it sits with­ 
out fear of falling; after the third 
seven months it begins to speak ; after 
the fourth seven months it stands 
strongly and walks; after the fifth 
seven months it is weaned. 
After 
seven years it loses its first teeth 
after the secoad seven years comes 
the change from boyhood to youth; 
at the third seven years the change 
from youth to m anhood; after the 
fourth seven years there is never 
any increase of Rtature; in the fifth 
seven years a man is in his prime 
of strength ; the seventh seven years 
they attain th eir perfection of wis­ 
dom and the perfect age of m en ; but 
when they come to the tenth seven 
years they reach the turn of life.

stress on the num ber seven, inasmuch 
as that was the num ber of their 
famous “ bodies” —gold for the sun, 
silver for the moon, iron for Mars, 
quicksilver for Mercury, lead for Sat­ 
urn, tin for Jupiter and copper for 
Venus. Tee champions of Christen­ 
dom 
were 
seven in num ber—St. 
George for England. St. Andrew for 
Scotland, St. Patrick for Ireland, St. 
David for 
W ales, 
St. Denis 
for 
France, St. Jam es for Spain and St. 
Anthony for Italy. The mortal sins 
are seven in num ber, as arc also the 
virtues. 
Rome was the seven-hilled 
c ity ; the senses are also accounted 
to 
be 88ven 
in number. 
Then 
there are the seven Borrows of Mary, 
the seven tim es that Christ spoke on 
the Cross. the saven wise men of 
Greece and the seven wonders of the 
world. In th e life of Rienzi the num ­ 
ber seven plays a very curious part. 
It was the 7tk day of October that his 
foos yielded to his power. 
For Beven 
months he reigned a Tribune. 
Seven 
years was the length of time he spent 
in exile, and during seven weeks alter 
his return he hud no enemies. 
His 
return, by the way, too, took place 
October 7th. 
The num ber of crowns 
awarded him by the Roman convents 
and councils was also soven. 
Here, also, from another source, is 
an odd use of this num ber: Frederick 
I. oi Germany, who is known in le­ 
gend as Barbarossa, and w ho, ajcord- 
ng to tradition, never died, but is 
still sleeping in Kyffhaueserberg, in 
Thuringia, once in seven years chang­ 
es his position. Charlemagne also 
starts in his chair from sleep once in 
seven years. 
Owier, the D.:ne, clangs 
his iron mace on the floor once In 
every seventh y ear; and Olaf Ked- 
beard of Sweden once in seven years 
uncloses his eyes. I t may not bo 
known to many people that Wales 
also boasts of eeven wonders. They 
are: Snowden. Pysty 1 R haadrW ater­ 
fall, St. W inifred’s Well, Overton 
Churchyard, Grieford Church Bells, 
Wrexham 
Steeple and Llangollen 
Bridge. 
. 
But it is in the Scriptures that this 
number appears oftenest as of special 
significance. 
Among the Hebrews 
the word for sw earing is “ septenare,” 
or protest by seven. 
A braham , you 
will remeniDer, appointed seven ewe 
lambB as his testimony to the cove­ 
nant with Abimelaeh. 
The Creator 
rested from His work on the seventh 
d ay ; and thiB day was called Sab­ 
bath, or seventh. 
A leprouB person 
was either to bathe seven tim es or 
be sprinkled seven tim es with the 
blood of a sparrow. 
Seven years was 
the period for repentance. 
Every 
seven years the Hebrew servant de­ 
manded liberty for himself. And the 
Prophet praised God seven tim es a day 
Cain, we are told, was to be reveDgod 
seven-fold. The gifts of the Holy 
Ghost were said to be seven in num ­ 
ber; and in the presence of the 
Almighty seven Angels stand, as we 
are told in Tobias. 
Seven lamps burn 
before God, and throughout the whole 
Book of Revelations 
the num ber 
seven is constantly 
used. 
Jacob 
served seven years for Leah and seven 
more for Rachel. 
Then there are the 
seven ears of com and the seven kine. 
It was seven people Ulftt possessed 
the land of promise in Deuteronomy; 
and the story of Samson tells how he 
kept his nuptials seven days, and then 
was bound with seven green withes. 
Among the occulists, again, there 
are in the planets seven birds, seven 
fish, seven anim als, seven m etals and 
seven stones. 
Seven habitations like­ 
wise of the infernáis are described by 
the Rabbi Joseph, the Cabalist of Cas­ 
tilla, in the “ Garden of Note.” 
This num ber entered very largely 
into the Egyptian ordinances and 
worships. The feast of April lasted 
seven days. 
Ostria was lulled when 
7x4 years o ld ; his body was cut in 7x2 
pieces; their priests of the dead were 
7x6, and their period of mortification 
7x6 days; 7x10 days was the duration 
of mourniug for th e dead.

the Brahmis, the great cosmic egg, 
which contained Brahm a, broke in 
twain, and one part formed the seven 
realms of heaven and the other the 
seven regions of earth.—[Philadelphia 
News.

Large Profits From this 


Easy Industry.

Answered by a Farmer iu tlie 
Columns of the Rural 
California*!. 


Mr. Fields has good bucccfs in 
poultry raising. 
Ho keeps his bens 
shut up in a yard except an hour or 
two just at night, lie feeds bis hens 
all the wheat they will eat; in fact 
keeps it before them all the time. He 
feeds a good many chopped onions. 
Once a week be feeds a bran mash 
liberally seasoned with cayenne pep­ 
per. 
My poultry account for the year 
1887 stands thusly: Fowls on band 
January 1st, 100, including 10 cocks; 
eggs sold in January, 47)¿ doz. for 
$12.98; 
eggs 
sold 
in 
February, 
47>£ do*, for $9.08; also 
sold 6 
cocks for $3; 
March 
egg pales. 
J37 doz. for $19.37; fowls sold, % 
d z. hens for $3.25; April egg sales, 
204 doz., for $39 79; Ma> egg sales, 
125 doz., for $23.07; June egg pales, 
118 doz., for $24 31; alsol doz. cocks, 
$5; July egg sales,81 doz., for $19.58; 
broilers, $12.15; August egg sales, 43 
doz., for $11 40; also 2 cocks, 50 cts.; 
September egg sales, 40 doz., for 
$13.23; also 8 cocks for $3.75; October 
egg sales, %% do*., fur $8.23; Novem­ 
ber egg sales, 8 doz., for $2.50; De­ 
cember egg pales, 25 doz., for $12.05; 
making a total of 885 doz., for $191.79, 
i-Veraging a little over 12’4 cts. a 
dozen. 
Fowls sold amounted to 
$27,05, making total receipts $219.44. 
No account was kept oí the eggs 
and fowls served at our table. 
But 
the>e together with the manure, we 
consider a fair offi-et to the labor of 
feeding and caring for the fowls. 
It 
will be seen that by far tho largest 
sale was in April, and tho lowest in 
October and November. The number 
of eggs sold in January and February 
were exactly the same, 
but the 
amount received for the January sales 
was a quarter more than for the Feb­ 
ruary pales. The lowest price receiv­ 
ed lor eggs was 12’.j cts., in March; 
the highest price received for eggs 
was 34 cts. The fow ls on bapd at the 
end of the year are 240. 
An increase 
of 80, worth $40, making a total credit 
of $259.44. 
The debit side stands like this: 
Paid for feed $135.63, a little over 
$11.50 a month, or 85 cents a year 
for each fowl. This deducted from 
the credits leaves a not income of 
$123.81, or 77 cents for each fowl of 
the original 100. or over 100 per cent, 
profit, after allowing a good interest 
on the investment. 
My method of treating my fowls is 
not dissimilar to that of many oth­ 
ers, yet it may be instructive to a 
beginner. My fow ls are mostly con­ 
fined in a yard in my orchard, with 
a fence of wire netting, 3 feet high, 
with wire loops over each stake to 
prevent flying over. My fowls are 
nearly all leghorns, the most diffi­ 
cult of any breed to keep confined. 
Corrals 
of 
6-foot 
lath 
are 
used 
for 
breeding 
pens. 
1 
keep 75 fowls together in the main 
pen, with one or two roosters, to 
speak to the passing hawks. 
My 
houses, in which the fowls roost, are 
closed on three sides with stakes, and 
the fourth with open lath work. 
These houses are but three feet high 
at lowest point, four feet wide and six 
feet long. I allow about 20 fowls to 
e«ich house. 
These houses are so 
light that two good-sized boys can 
easily remove them, by handles on 
the ends, to new grouud each week, 
when the manured ground can bo 
spaded under. Tho nest boxes are on 
the ground, but so protected as to be 
quite secluded. The nest is of fine 
earth, covered with fine saw-dust. 
We raise, yearly, a few vegetable 
gourd nest-eggs. 
In tho morning, early, tho fowls are 
given a liberal breakfast of mashed 
boiled potatoes or beans, into which 
has been stirred mill feed and a littlo 
salt, and once a week cayenne pepper. 
This feed is put into troughs so con­ 
structed that it is impossible for the 
fowls to get their feet in it. A little 
flint-corn, hard to shell, is kept in the 
pens for the fowls to exercise and busy 
themselves with through the «lay. At 
night they are fed about all the wheat 
they wiil eat, varying this twice a 
week with shelled corn. A box of fine 
sea shells is kept constantly in their 
corral, and I occasionally draw them 
a load of gravel. They are watered 
three times a day, and have more or 
less milk the year round. Most of 
the year they are let out just before 
night to take a run, eat alfalfa and 
pick a few worms. Whenever any 
iruit or vegetables necessitates my 
keeping them confined all day, as it 
sometimes does, I feed them three 
times a week with chopped, or boiled 
and mashed “ cracklings,” bought at 
the butcher shop, and every day all 
the cabbage the will eat; sometimes 
varying with beets. 
In tfie year 1886 I started with 
thirty hens less than in 1887, but the 
net profit of that year, per hen. was 
only 52 cents against 77 cents the 
the past year. But with my flock re­ 
duced to fifty or less, doubtless I 
could make a much larger profit 
per h en ; 
but 
from 
the above 
figures no 
one 
should conclude 
that because 
I 
sold 
only 885 
dozen eggs from 150 hens, that each 
hen only laid 68 eggs in the course of 
the year. It must be remembered no 
account wob kept of what we ate in 
our family, and no account was kept 
of the number we set, not more than 
half of which hatched. Col. Hellers 
would 
estimate 
this 
way: Hens 
should average at least 120 eggs each 
a year, a little over two a week. One 
hundred and fifty hens would yield 
1500 dozen eggs, which, at the aver­ 
age price sola at, would be $322.50, 
less the actual cost of feed, $135.63, 
would leave a net income of $186.87, 
or a net dollar and a quarter for each 
hen on eggs alone. Some figure a net 
two dollars a year, hut 1 don’t know 
how to do it here at Santa Ana. But 
my facts show poultry keepidg, with 
me, is, after all, the most profitable 
investment I have yet made in Cali­ 
fornia, outside my first land purchase.

The 
palaces any-jfu nishings cost hundreds 
of millions of dollars, and meanwhile 
Russia is almost bankrupt and has 
not a free or public school in her 
empire, where her roubles intended to 
represent $1 in American money, are 
worth but forty-five cents. -In churches 
and pabuwft #»*$!$ 
fl&ore gold and 


silver than the United States mints 
could work into money in six months, 
and yet she has not a rouble nor a 
kopeck except on paper and copper. 
The taxes are twice as high a» in 
America, and three-fourths of them 
go to the roy. 1 family, the church and 
the ariny and the navy. 
IVerhof, where the Czar lives, and 
whence he fears to emerge, is a beau­ 
tiful city of probably 60,000 people, 
and the seat of art. 
The private 
grounds of the Czar comprise thous­ 
ands of acres, are the finest in the 
world, and his personal expenses ag­ 
gregate over 10.000,000 roubles, or 
more than $5,000,000 a vear. 
His 
stables contain 800 blooded stallions. 
He lias a body guard or 5000 Cossack 
soldiers and experienced secret de­ 
tectives, Home of the latter are at 
his side even in his private rooms at 
h i palace. His food is analyzed that 
he may escaped poison. 
He is in 
danger if he goes walking while he 
never ventures 
beyond his 
door­ 
way without 
the occasion is ex­ 
tremely urgent and his presence cov­ 
ered by soldiers and detectives. 
His 
chapel for worsh p is in his own 
house. He never goss out for exer 
cise or amusement. 
The country 
swarms with Nihilists and lie fears 
them. Alexander III, when in his 
country, is a miserable prisoner in 
his own palace. 
The palace at Peterhof, where the 
Czar lives, is surrounded by the most 
magnificent fountains that money 
and genius can command. There is 
nothing to compare with them in the 
world. And the broad expanse of 
park is dotted with other palaces and 
buildings filled with dazzling, beau­ 
tiful jewels and works of art, none 
of which he can see because he can­ 
not afford to risk his life to satisfy his 
curiosity. About three limes a year 
the Czar ventures away from his 
home 
in his 
private 
yacht or 
on a special train. Then he is sur­ 
rounded by thousands of soldiers and 
detectives,’ and the water or railroad 
íb patrolled like a policeman’s beat.

The man. 
woman or cliilu that has to be repaii ea 
should put their machine in the 
hands of the person who is to attend 
to the matter, the same as we put our 
watch in the care of the watchmaker 
If tlie invalid dees not do this, unre 
servedly, there is little chance of re­ 
covery.’ 
The intelligent physician 
looks at his patient exactly as a me­ 
chanic looks at the machine to be re­ 
paired. 
The operator sees tho ob­ 
struction or de'ect, and goes to work 
to assist nature in the proc ess of repa­ 
ration. 
Very often the trouble arises from 
some abnormal habit or improper 
food or drink, and more particularly 
of season 11 g. 
Nine-tenths of the 
chronic diseases are brought 011 by 
this means. Halt, pepper, mustard, 
sugar, vinegar and the thousand and 
one devices of the cook to tempt 
people to eat when all that is required 
is rest for the poor over-taxed diges­ 
tive organs, are among tlie condi­ 
ments that must be discat ded in case 
of disease. The patient lias to begin 
at tho bottom, as a child, and build 
up. Then there is tea, coffee, tobacco 
and beer, or wine and spirits, that 
are to be avoided generally. 
It makes no difference what a 
well person 
uses, npparantly, 
at 
times; but with tho invalid, the case 
is different. The strength lias been 
squandered by some means, and tlie 
only way to recovery is through a 
careful husbandry of tho remaining 
vital force until nature has a chance 
to heal. Physicians know this and 
it is for this reason that they prefer to 
have a bad case in tlie hospital, 01 
where there is no chance for inter­ 
ested or sympathetic friends to tam­ 
per with the diet or regime. They 
know that the patient must he kept 
from the use of objectional things, 
or die. 
Patients or tlieir friends, say or 
think many times, that they are sub­ 
jected to necessary restrictions. That 
is really not the tendency. The incli­ 
nation is to indulge the poor wreck, so 
they may end a useless existence. It 
is well to state facts in a case of this 
kind. They may be unpleasant, but 
they are necessary to recover. The 
plainest food with 110 animal fat, and 
very little are the conditions required 
in many cases, and these require­ 
ments are absolute! Fruit, nuts and

natures remedies. 
This, 
with

and electricity will 
do all that can be done for the patient, 
usually. There is too much tendency 
to suggest remedies that are worse 
than useless. Many times tlie patient 
dies from these gratuitous suggestions. 
We all can understand how anxious 
friends and relatives are; but this 
very anxiety is a dangerous element 
to deal with, if any hope is to be had.

if too often given, become habitual 
instead of occasional. It is an ac­ 
knowledged fact that he or she xespe­ 
cially she) who wculd grow old grace­ 
fully should make a practice of being 
amiable and of keeping the fea­ 
tures in peaceful repose. 
It is said 
th at 
the 
lovely complexion and 
the beauty which is so loath to de­ 
sert the nuns and the Sisters of chari­ 
ty is due to their serene lives, and the 
habit they have of daily composing 
their features in meditation and de­ 
votion. If this is true, and there is 
abndant reason to think it is, then a 
sweet spirit is more effectual in its 
results upon the countenance than are 
any of the toilet accessories to which 
the majority of women resort. But to 
return to the original discussion. Both 
clerks and customers have inherent 
rights which ought to be mutually re­ 
spected; but as the former is more or 
lees dependent upon the patronage of 
the latter, and as, moreover, he or 
she is paid to expose goods and to 
state their value, etc., honor should 
regulate the deportment of the one, 
while kindness of heart allied to cour­ 
tesy can only determine the manner 
of the other. 


T h e E lem en ts of Success.

But the failure 
in him who is at once earnest, daring 
a n d enduring, and whole brainpower 
seems gigantic enough to carry him 
proudly through any enterprise; is a 
paszle which it appears almost, ii not 
imposible to solve. 
LACK OF APPIUCIATION 
H elp and encouragement after is the 


individual sustain a burden which 
oufht to rest upon the shoulders of a 
large and powerful corporation. 
Yet 
some men are daring enough to as­ 
sume such responsibilities. 
Some 
years ago, a friend of mine went to 
Colorado to conduct a mining journal 
and while there be would be in­ 
fused with 
a desire to speculate, 
lie resigned his position, became a 
prospective monomaniac and did suc­ 
ceed in establishing claims that were 
good. But he could not organize a 
company and so he rashly tried to 
carry the office himself. 
The result 
of it all was, not only total failure, 
but a complete loss of hope, health 
and youth. I have known other men 
who have ruined 
themselves and 
prospects by assuming to start and 
carry banks, railroads and like stu­ 
pendous enterprises. 
Yet if nothing 
was ventured, nothing would be won; 
while if there were no burnt off-rings, 
there would be no festivals at which 
a heartless world could “eat, drink 
and be merry.” 


AN UNAVOIDABLE LOS* OF FORTUNE, 
Occasioned by the suspension of some 
colossal firm or the unwise indorse 
ment of a friend or relative’s note, 
again is at the bottom of many a 
blasted career. It is a difficult thing 
for any individual to win the golden 
cup twice in a life-time; and thus he 
who having secured it, and again hav­ 
ing lost it, is unfitted by the very fit­ 
ness of things to begin the struggle 
anew, especially if his disasters befall 
him in maturer years. The hard ex­ 
perience of one of the ablest and best 
men I ever met is a living proof of 
the above argument. To-day he has 
nothing to distinguish him from the 
common herd but a spotless reputa­ 
tion ; but not many years ago he was 
the representative of one of the oldest 
and apparently the most secure pub­ 
lication houses in the country. 
But 
he endorsed a friend’s note and when 
the friend a short time afier failed ru­ 
inously, he too lost everything but 
his name and his honor. Weighed 
down as he is by a large family, and 
with utter poverty and tremendous 
competition to contend w ith; is it not 
well nigh impossible for him to rise 
above the ashes of his lost fortunes? 
Yet this man has within him all of 
the elements of success; but because 
he is not successful the world plants 
its foot upon his n o c k and cries 
“Down with the vanquished.” I know 
another mau of brains, charactor and 
resolve who during a great financial 
cyclone went to sleep in affluence and 
awoke in penuiy. lie is in Los Ange­ 
les now struggling to plant his stand­ 
ard upon the shifting sands of public 
favor. I wish ju6t now he was some­ 
where else, so that I might tell w ho 
he is and what he is, and why to-day 
he stands alone and encompa>seil in 
the midst of a crowd, whom, if he 
succeeds, will flatter and applaud, 
and whom, if he fails, will morally 
stone him to death. 


THE EFFECT OF FAILURE 
Is demoralizing to the individual and 
to the public. It shatters confidence, 
deadens hope, and leads the man 
whom everybody else^doubte, to doubt 
himself. After it, he begins the race 
over again in a maimed condition, cal 
culatea to defeat success; and which

had a chance; and whom if he or she 
had made the very most of it, would 
not have been successful.

It is impossible for even the most 
self-reliant to go through the world 
entirely single-handed, and ii when 
the waters of adversity surge moun­ 
tains high and an angry whirlpool 
composed of several contering cur­ 
rents dash over and seethe about 
him, some one could or would forsee 
his peri, and toss out to him the 
rope ef influence, he might yet be 
able to make a great man ot himself.

THE EFFECT OP SUCCESS 
Is stimulating. It makes a man be­ 
lieve in himself, and the world believe 
in him too. Thus, just as failure fol­ 
lows failure, so does success follow 
success. 
LUCK 
Sometimes determines a career, but 
not often. It is repeatedly said too, 
but if the life of him to whom it is 
ascribed is analyzed, it is usually 
found that some higher gratification 
or some deeper-rooted reason is the 
cause of the prosperity. 
For in­ 
stance. during tho lifetime of Gen­ 
eral Grant, it was universally said by 
those who either disliked, envied or 
were indifferent to him that he was a 
creature of circumstances, but since 
his decease, in his case the expres­ 
sion is falling into disuse.

ture of circumstances?” I heard a

generalship, 
say a short time ago, “a creature of 
common sense and genuine, solid, old 
Teutonic pluck.” Why, Grant was 
the most, mind you, 1 say the most 
remarkable man who ever lived. 
He 
wasn’t a business man or a politician, 
but he was a general every inch of 
him, and “a man take him for all in 
all.” It isn’t 
luck 
even, which 
secured for Sullivan, the slugger, the 
courtesy of the British heir apparent, 
or the morbid admiration of the entire 
sporting fraternity; to the contrary, 
it is the glorious honor of being the 
most scientific bully on earth. If, 
then, it was common 
sense ami 
military genius which made Grant 
what he was; and careful training 
and natural pugnacity which lifted 
Sullivan a head and shoulders higher 
than all cotemporary prize-fighters: 
and if all who have ever become and 
continued to be famous in any line or 
position have had within them some 
distinguishing force or aptitude, it 
would seetn that fate as well as effort 
decided upon the elements of success. 
But the right time to act. 
The right 
way to act and the perfect under­ 
standing of oneself and one's capabil­ 
ities is in any case the most safe and 
easy road to the fulfilmmt of ones 
wishes. 
Wasted energies are almost 
as bad as no energy at all; while 
rushing ahead when to wait would be 
better, or holding back when to rush 
ahead would be desirable, are alike 
disastrous.

without being benefited, my 
power of expression is so remarkable.”

Seven eggs, one table spoonful of 
flower, half a pint of milk, beat the

COCOANUT CAKE. 
Three and a half cups of flour. One 
and a half cup of sugar. Pieoe of but­ 
ter about the size of an egg.

LEMON CAKE. 
Mix three-quarters ot a pound of 
fl >ur and four teaspooufuls ot azumeo 
together.
